Training for Industrial Efficiency 
Helped by Conditional Aid 


(Second Article) 


Below is the continuation of an article published in last week’s Board of Trade Journal 
under the heading ‘How {3:2 Million Grant is Being Used to Increase Productivity.’ 


HE previous article discussed the use of grants made from Conditional Aid funds to industrial 

organizations and to bodies directly serving industry. It referred to the close connection 

between technical advice, operational research, and training, and pointed to the vital need for 

a supply of properly qualified men if the services started with Conditional Aid are to be continued 
and the opportunities which they have demonstrated are to be exploited. 

The most obvious need, pressing because both sides of industry (and agriculture) are becoming 
more and more aware of it, is for men with training and understanding of the management techniques 
conveniently lumped together under the term industrial engineering—work study, plant layout, 
materials handling, production planning and control, cost analysis, quality control. Experience in 
all the advisory services run by trade and manufacturers’ organizations shows that in spite of distrust 
born of ignorance there is a potential demand from industry for advice and help in applying these 
techniques which could do perhaps more than anything else to raise industrial output, at a cost 
which, regarded as capital investment, is very small indeed. 

There are already a number of centres where these techniques can be studied. But it was felt that 
at all levels there was room for much more study, research, and teaching in these subjects. It was 
decided, therefore, that a substantial sum should be used to develop facilities. At the University 
level an endowment has been made for a Readership in Production Engineering at Imperial College 
of Science and Technology, London, and another, for Industrial Management, at Cambridge. 
Teaching posts have also been endowed at the College of Aeronautics, Cranfield, and Loughborough

College of Technology, and at the Belfast College of Technology, and 
a cebee of scholarships in work study have been offered, tenable at 
Loughborough, Cranfieid and two other establishments. 

It has not been easy to staff these additional teaching posts: for 
instance, at Belfast arrangements had to be made for the three 
members of staff concerned to have leave of absence for special 
training and experience; and in at least one of the other colleges it has 
been found that posts becoming vacant are hard to fill. There is in 
fact a general shortage of trained teachers in work study and allied 
subjects: for this reason many of the scholarships offered were 
awarded to teachers from technical colleges. Like the technical 
colleges, the Universities also face a serious problem. Candidates 
with the necessary qualifications and experience are not readily 
forthcoming, and there is strong competition from industry. It is, 
therefore, not surprising, though most disappointing, that so far it 
has been impossible to fill either of the Readerships. 

Two other University grants have been made in somewhat different 
fields. The Queen’s University, Belfast, has received a grant for the 
development of a Light Electrical Engineering De t, and a 
Chair in Heavy Electrical Engineering has been endowed at Imperial 
College, London. 

A large number of research projects are being carried out in 
economic, social and agricultural subjects at Universities and research 
institutions and associations. Cmd. 8918 of July 1953 indicated the 
broad subjects. Most of the work is still in progress, but a number of 
articles and publications of an interim nature have already appeared, 
mainly in learned journals and in periodicals such as the Manager. 
Although the funds come from official sources, and the individual 
projects were approved or commissioned by the Government, the 
work is entirely independent and the conclusions those of the people 
responsible for the research. 


Conditional Aid to Agriculture 


These articles have so far been concerned with the use of Con- 
ditional Aid for industry and in the realm of academic teaching and 
study. About £318,000 has also been made available for grants for 
agricultural purposes. A number of firms have been selected in 
Scotland and Northern Ireland where demonstrations of new 
methods of crop and animal management are given to farmers in the 
surrounding districts. Centres have been established in England and 
Wales to demonstrate the latest and the most economic methods of 
silage-making and usage. In Scotland a pilot scheme is investigating 
how far rough hill vegetation can provide suitable feed in winter for 
cattle, so that the number of beef cattle can be increased. 


Milk recording is being encouraged among farmers who do not at 
present keep records: it is intended to demonstrate the value of 
record keeping as a guide in the formulation of breeding and culling 
programmes to achieve more efficient output. When this project was 
started in January 1954, the membership in private milk records was 
less than 1,000 herds. It now exceeds 10,000, with more than 200,000 
cows. These farms are regularly visited by field officers. 


Agricultural Research and Training 


Work covering a wide range of subjects is being carried out at 
Universities and Agricultural Colleges. Three studies are concerned 
with land: research into land ownership, a study of land economics, 
including the different uses of land and the economic return from 
such uses, and a functional study of the layout of horticultural holdings. 
The use of labour is being investigated in two studies, one on the use 
of labour on horticultural holdings, designed to encourage the 
adoption of more efficient methods of working and of deploying the 
available labour force, and the other on methods of increasing the 
productivity of agricultural labour. A survey of horticultural i 
is being made to study the economics of ical improvements in 
bringing produce from producer to consumer. The remaining studies 
all concern livestock. 


In the field of agricultural training, post graduate scholarships for 
the study of farm and estate management and land economics and use 
have been granted: 13 awards have so far been made. Arrangements 
are being made to supplement existing advisory work in crofting areas 
by the provision through Agricultural and centres of training 
of facilities for crofters and members of ing families. 

rt tor Rov ag et Pas thee er , 
now available through Ministry of Agricul 
Food or the Central Office of Information, is intended for showing in 
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England and Wales, and is entitled ‘New Farms for Old’; it deals 
specifically with the renovation of old and inefficient farm buildings. 
The second film, ‘Cattle from the Uplands,’ is intended for showing 
in Scotland, and the third, made for the Department of Agriculture 
of Northern Ireland, deals with livestock management and diseases. 
Finally, parallel to the grants made for the development of local 
activities in the industrial field, a substantial grant is being used by 
the Ministry of Agriculture for the local dissemination of information 
about improved methods, for instance by agricultural supplements in 
local newspapers. 


European Productivity Agency 

The European Productivity Agency was set up under the Organiza- 
tion for European Economic Co-operation to carry out a programme 
of work in the field of productivity in which all member countries 
participate. The Agency is financed partly by the American Inter- 
national Co-operation Administration, partly by an allocation from 
the normal budget of the Organization for European Economic 
Co-operation, and partly by contributions from the Conditional Aid 
funds of member countries of O.E.E.C. The United Kingdom’s 
contribution from Conditional Aid funds amounted to £257,143. 


Revolving Loan Funds 


In addition to the grants which have been described above, two 
funds have been established from which financial assistance can be 
given to individual firms and farms for measures to improve efficiency. 
The funds are thus an integral part of the whole Conditional Aid 
scheme. 

The Revolving Fund for Industry offers manufacturers loans at 
a moderate rate of interest to enable them to substitute the latest 
equipment for old types or for manual processes, to improve the 

of capacity at different stages of manufacture and to reorganize 
layout or methods so as to reduce handling and unnecessary operations. 
One interesting example of such a loan was made to a Midland firm 
which designs and makes special purpose machine tools for use by 
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other manufacturers. Some of these machines combine simultaneously 
or in an automatic sequence a series of operations which would 
otherwise require several separate machine tools each under the 
control of its own operative. A loan to this firm for the purchase of the 
most suitable type of equipment has enabled them to turn out their 
varied products more cheaply without reliance on expensive im- 
provisation and this will benefit both the company and its customers. 
Such projects may improve productivity at key points by several 
hundred per cent. and at the same time help to offset scarcity of 
skilled labour of various types but it is not always possible to realize 
them from existing resources. The loans, which are for periods up to 
seven years, help to bring really worth while projects of this kind into 
effect quickly. Applications for loans are examined by an independent 
Seveers Committee appointed by the President of the Board of 
e. 

The Revolving Loan Fund for Agriculture provides loans or 
hire-purchase facilities for farmers (including agricultural co- 
operatives) occupying small or medium sized holdings in the United 
Kingdom. 

The loans are made to cover part of the approved capital cost of 
acquiring and installing farm grain drying equipment and of providing 
appropriate storage facilities, and hire-purchase facilities on favourable 
terms are available to enable farmers to buy, for use on their own and 
their neighbours’ holdings, agricultural machinery whose purchase 
could not be justified for their own exclusive use. A wide variety of 
grain-drying and storage equipment and machinery has been purchased 
with these loans, and since the purchasers must, wherever practicable, 
allow their neighbours to share in the use of the new equipment, a 
valuable contribution has been made towards the efficiency and 
productivity of the smaller units of the agricultural community. 

Applications from farmers are considered by an Advisory Com- 
mittee appointed by the Minister of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food 
and the other Agricultural Ministers.

‘Why Our Competitors are Beating Us in an 
Open Dollar Market’ 


To the Editor of the Board of Trade Journal. 


Sir, — The letter in your issue of February 4 suggests that goods 
from this country to La Libertad or other Central American 
destinations be transhipped at Continental ports on through Bills 
of Lading. We are making frequent use of these facilities but they are 
not a satisfactory substitute for regular direct services from London 
or Liverpool. 

In theory only seven to eight days are required to contact the 
on-carrying vessel at a North Sea port. From experience we find it 
prudent to allow two-three weeks or to be prepared to miss a sailing. 

The freight is normally the same, but in some instances when 
special rates had to be negotiated no decision could be taken here. 
The orders were then lost through delay in quoting. 

A glance at the map suggests that it would be geographically more 
logical for Continental goods to be transhipped here than for our 
exports to be zig-zagged via Antwerp or Amsterdam. — Yours, etc.

Sir, — With reference to the letter by Mr. A. Forwood Bower in 
your issue of February 4, ample confirmation of the justification for 
the complaint that there are no direct steamers to La Libertad can be 
obtained from H.M. Consul in San Salvador. 

The fact that buyers in that and other countries desire direct 
shipments is, in my view, sufficient reason if we are to give satisfactory 
service. 

With regard to shipments via Continental Ports, it may be that the 
additional time in some cases is not more than seven to eight days, 
but I doubt if anyone would like to guarantee this. Furthermore, 
trans-shipment is something to be avoided, for all manufacturers 
realize that this involves additional risk of damage which can be 
extremely difficult to overcome. — Yours, etc.

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Breaking into the Export Markets 
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Surface Heaters Adapted. to Overseas Candies 
by R. Moller* 
Below is a further contribution to the series of articles describing how medium and small-size firms have broken into the 


market. Earlier articles on the subject were published in the Board of Trade Journal on 


3, October 22, November 5, 


and December 17, 1955. Further contributions are invited with the object of spreading knowledge of export techniques. 


THE TREMENDOUS STRIDES made during the war in the weaving of 
glass fibre into cloth opened the way for the manufacture of a new 
type of electric heater, in which a resistance wire is woven into the 
glass cloth to form a simple, reliable and highly efficient heating unit 
which can be ‘tailored’ to fit any required shape. We started to manu- 
facture these heaters experimentally in a small workshop in 1946, but 
the demand for our heaters grew so rapidly that not until 1951 were 
we able to turn our attention to the export market, In the meantime, 
however, we had learned how to maintain an even temperature 
throughout vessels of the most complicated shape, how to make 
equipment suitable for flame-proof areas and outdoor applications, 
and how to control temperatures within fine limits 


A world market survey showed us that, itis all these features 
together, we had a product which could more than hold its own against 
any competitor. We therefore decided to allocate an appreciable 
proportion of the resources of the company to the launching of an 
export drive. 


Meeting Local Needs 


Since our standard units range from small flask heaters for the 
laboratory to large heating mantles for chemical process vessels, and 
since our special equipment is now used for such widely varying 
purposes as de-icing aircraft and heating miles of pipelines in atomic 
plants, the choice of suitable agents was not easy. We applied to the 
Board of Trade and the Federation of British Industries for assistance 
in this matter and received valuable assistance. In most countries we 
also advertised in appropriate trade journals, inviting firms to apply 
for the agency. We weeded out those obviously unsuitable and took up 
the references of the remainder. In the course of ensuing cor- 
respondence we watched for such pointers as promptness, efficiency, 
courtesy and enterprise. We drew up a short list based on our 
impressions and one of the directors visited the country concerned to 
make the final choice on the spot after meeting the prospective 
agents, inspecting their premises and organization and investigating 
their local reputation. After several tours by all three directors, we 
gradually built up a cadre of agents and distributors who are helping 
us to extend our sales in even the toughest markets. 


In Australia, Belgium, Canada, Eire, Italy and Norway we have 
appointed agents, while in Austria, re it, Finland, France, ape 
Holland, India, Israel, New Zealand, Pakistan, Portugal, Spain, 
Sweden, Switzerland and South Africa we are selling through local 
distributors. In most cases, the local distributors are the leading 
laboratory houses in the area. 


To make our equipment acceptable in various countries, it has heen 
necessary to introduce certain modifications All 
our heaters sent to Canada, for instance, are in accordance with the 
appropriate Canadian Standard Specifications, while for Scandinavian 
countries, Switzerland and Germany, our products are made to 
conform to the many special regulations concerning the manufacture 
and use of electrical equipment. 


Our French agent reports that, despite the much lower price 
of similar French equipment, our products are finding a ready sale 
on the score of quality, limited only by import restrictions. 
Accordingly, we are making arrangement for shipping components, 
which are easier to import, to France and to have them assembled 
locally. Similar considerations apply to Western Germany. Eastern 
Germany and other countries behind the Iron Curtain have no 
comparable product; we are keeping a weather eye open on those 
markets, although we do not trade with them at present. 


Selling to India and other Far Eastern markets is not easy ~ import 
restrictions are Pompey and demand a lot of work, but by 
patiently complying with ah mpeg pon designed for 
contracts worth millions of pounds an d somewhat out of keeping with 
the value of our orders, we are overcoming this trouble and certainly 


cannot share the view of some exporters that these markets are not 
worthwhile.

Although 
English is read and understood in most markets, it it ie obviously 
preferable to submit to a potential buyer sales literature in his 
language. A dvertiing is exsential and we are frm believers in showing 
the flag at appropriate fairs and exhibitions. All such publicity costs 
money and, after trying various ways of sharing costs, we have now

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Accent on Efficiency and Productivity at Factory 
Equipment Exhibition 


‘THE FIRST IMPRESSION gained by the visitor to the Fourth 
Focurs Raniomndiet Retelsblan Widelspanedies Reske Cours London, 
on Monday was the diversity of products covered. Everything 
connected with industrial usage seemed to be represented, from 
giant equipment for power production to the use of colour as a means 
of increasing production and eliminating eyestrain and illness among 
factory personnel. 

The exhibition was opened by Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, President 
of the Board of Trade, who referred to the growth of the exhibition 
since it was first held. This signified a growing interest on the part of 
manufacturers in the type of equipment displayed. They were 
concerned not simply with techniques but with all devices. The 
smooth flow of work and simplicity of operation were factors vital to 
our future prosperity. 

The President said that the challenge to us was how to offer goods 
of quality at a price our customers were willing to pay, at the time 
our customers wanted them. We had full employment in the United 
Kingdom which meant that machines must release skilled hands and 
eyes wherever possible to do work that could not be mechanized. 
Pressure on our essential resources meant that we must get the most 
we possibly could from our raw materials — and our fuel. 

Efficiency of equipment, the President continued, was the subject 
of the exhibition. It concentrated our attention on ways of i improving 
what we had by speeding it up, by streamlining it, by rearranging it, 
by moving it more quickly, by storing it more accessibly. It 
demonstrated what could be done with lighting and colour. It 
reminded us of means at our disposal for designing, drawing and 
copying our designs and blueprints. It showed us how to keep under 
control an inevitable mass of paper work. 

The most important displays showed what could be done for 
human safety and comfort by way of protective clothing, safety 
devices, and canteen and cloakroom equipment. The exhibition 
showed the means by which we must seek greater productivity so 
vital to our ability to compete in world’s markets. 

The President referred particularly to the British Productivity 
Council and said that the growth of the work study movement was 
one of the most significant developments in the last two or three years. 
The whole subject of industrial engineering work study, method 
study, work simplification, and quality control were expressions of 
an attitude of mind crucial for British industry. We must have an 
attitude of informed, lively and constructive criticism towards our 
Dapducts,. o our methods in making them and our arrangements for 
selling them. 


Mannequin Parade 


The general theme of the exhibition stresses. the importance of 


facilities, and an intercommunication system. The equipment 
embraces oil fired air heaters and boilers for heating factories of 
1,500 square feet of floor space and upwards, and the larger exhibits 
include oil-firing equipment for boilers generating up to 50,000 Ibs. 
steam an hour. There are also small burner heads weighing but a few 
ounces. 


All the equipment is well displayed. There is a description printed 
in quite large type by the side of each exhibit giving a reference 
number for the relevant information which can be had on demand 
at the enquiry counter. 

There is a pleasing warm glow as one passes through the centre 
gangway of this stand. SA eanne epevende' tovesie’ vevers] ‘gating 
radiant heat oil fired heaters. ‘They are fed by leads from large drums of 
liquid petroleum gas built into the stand. 

Several makers of equipment for floor maintenance are showing. 
There are waxers and polishers, scourers and sweepers. The floor of 
one stand in particular is subjected to scrubbing with soap suds by 
one machine which looks something like a lawn mower, and the next 
moment a cleaning and drying by another. Both machines are light 
and easy to move. They are specially designed to allow floors to be 
cleaned right up to the skirting boards, close into corners and under 
low furniture. The makers say the machines are equally effective on 
concrete, parquet, hardwood, linoleum, tiling, rubber, asphalt and 
composition flooring. 


Stroboscopes and Stethoscopes 


On the opening day ae on visitors were showing keen interest in 
the counting and grading devices. There are examples of both 
mechanical and electronic type stroboscopes. Some of them operate 
without tie-up to mains or other outside contacts and are valuable for 
studying the behaviour of mechanical parts in any kind of period in 
motion. For demonstration purposes the stroboscope is set up 
opposite a fast revolving disc. Seen through the eye piece of the 
machine the disc appears stationary, but each rotation is registered by 
the passing of a dark shadow so that it can be counted almost as a 
pulse can. Another device for detecting faults in machinery is the 
industrial stethoscope, an instrument extremely sensitive to sound 
frequencies. Soundings are taken at various points in the machinery 
to be examined. Changes in tone or rh denote excessive wear 
and stress, distortion, unsound joints, fissures, and escaping gases 
and liquids. The makers say the device may be used also for static 
objects such as glass, wood and concrete, as well as metals, but in that 
case it may be necessary to create a sound ~ tapping with a hammer 
for example — for purposes of comparison. 

Catering and hygiene play as big a part in industrial efficiency as 
the skilled use of modern machines. Man » many whose 
names are household words, have put on a representative display. 
There are barrier and skin conditioning creams of many makes, some 
of them newly invented, each designed to combat specific hazards 


dispensers 
liquid soaps, air conditioning plants and a full range of surgical 
dressings for use in factories. 


Industrial Colour Schemes 

The importance of close co-operation between art and industry as 
an aid to physical well-being has long been stressed by the British 
Colour on whose stand may be seen mock-ups of schemes 
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parts of machinery. In 1954 185,000 industrial accidents occurred. 
A full size figure of a man on the Mini stand shows the number 
of accidents reported under the Facto: Act in a month which 
affect various parts of the body. 


Among the inter-communication systems is one thought by the 
makers to be the smallest of its kind in the world. It is a two-way 
battery powered electronic appliance incorporating internal speaker 
and amplifier. It is shown at the exhibition for the first time. 
Systematic dictation by means of magnetic paper, serving users over 
an existing internal telephone network, is a feature of another display, 
while other makers show equipment which embraces specimens of 
everything required for sound distribution in factories, transport 
terminals, Exhibition halls, hospitals, schools, churches, including 
facilities for ‘Music While You Work.’ 


Constructional steel work, angles so designed that one can use 
them to build trolleys or tables, in addition to partitions and factory 
walls, all have their part in the exhibition. Filing systems are of 
course well represented. In this section manufacturers have 
concentrated on space saving qualities as well as maximum visibility. 
There are systems equally suitable for storage of gramophone records, 
sheet music, maps, pamphlets, etc., as well as for filing of the usual 
paper work, which can be installed economically in existing shelving, 
cupboards and ‘awkward’ spaces. One manufacturer, ing the 
small business in mind, is supplying a compact filing cabinet which 
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The Exhibition closes today. 


High-grade Products at Radio Component Show 


THE THIRTEENTH RADIO COMPONENT SHOW, which ran for 
three days this week in London, was the largest display the Radio 
and Electronic Component Manufacturers’ Federation had organized. 
The 156 firms exhibiting were 14 more than last year’s and half as 
many again as in 1951. 

The growth of this exhibition reflects the expansion of the industry 
it represents. In his opening speech on Tuesday Sir Robert Renwick, 
President of the R.E.C.M.F., said that production in the industry 
had doubled during the past five years and increased five-fold in 
the last ten. Current output was rising by about 30 per cent. a year 
and had now reached a rate of over 5,000,000 components every 
working day. Sir Robert could foresee no limit to the expanding 
application of electronics in an age of nucleonic developments and 
automation. 

The Federation can boast something like a corresponding growth 
of the industry’s exports. The following table from their annual 
report sets out the progressive growth of the exports for the whole 
of the radio industry since 1946 and in the last five years:

report speaks of the need for closer guidance and co-ordination 
of non ake of the Department’s research stations, to ensure the right 
priorities within, and balance between, programmes, While agreeing 
that control must leave considerable freedom to research directors, it 
emphasizes that such control as should be exercised must be effective. 
At present many of the programmes have become too diffuse or too 
uneven in quality. 

The report expresses the view that the Secretary of the Department, 
however distinguished a scientist he himself may be, is not in a 
position to exercise sufficient influence over research directors, who 
are authorities in their own fields. Furthermore, the Advisory Council 
has, naturally, only advisory functions, and ministerial control is 
rightly and necessarily light. 

The report accordingly recommends that the Advisory Council 
be replaced by an Executive Council of distinguished scientists and 
industrialists, serving part time, whose professional authority will 
be recognised by all concerned, including the research directors. 
Committees of the Council including co-opted members, should 
examine and report on the programmes of research stations, the Council 
confining itself to general policy, special points put to it, and matters 
in dispute. The Secretary of the Department should be the chief 
executive of the Council and responsible for the conduct and activities 
of the staff; he should also be the accounting officer and the Minister’s 
senior permanent adviser.

Import Duties Orders Affecting Lime Oil,

The Treasury have also made the Import Duties (Exemptions) 
(No. 3) Order 1956 exempting brazil nuts from the duties previously 
chargeable under the Import Duties Act 1932 (viz. 10 per cent. 
ad valorem on shelled nuts, and 5 per cent. ad valorem on unshelled 
nuts). 

The Orders, which are published by H.M. Stationery Office as 
Statutory Instruments 1956 Nos. 537 and 536 respectively, come 
into operation on April 16. 


Import Duties Drawback

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Progress of National Research 
Development Corporation 


IN THE SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT of the National Research Develop- 
ment C ration, published on April 4, the Corporation describe 
their activities over the year July 1, 1954 - "June 30, 1955. The Report 
deals with projects which the Corporation are developing with their 
own funds and those which have not required expenditure by the 
Corporation but which are being used by industry. 


In the first group are 15 projects mentioned in earlier Reports and 
whose progress is now reviewed, and six mentioned for the first time. 


Development Projects Reviewed 


Of the six big computers mentioned in the last Report, four had 
been installed satisfactorily by the end of June. Ten smaller machines 
have been ordered for delivery over the next two or three years. 
Grants for the training of computer engineers are being continued to 
Manchester and Cambridge Universities, but the response is small 
and the Report draws attention to the lack of any systematic provision 
for training in this field. 


Other projects mentioned in previous Reports include: hecogenin 
(for making cortisone), obtained from sisal, a project which is now 
fully transferred to industry; and printed electrical circuits, the 
development of which has now attracted financial support from 
industry. 


New Development Projects 


New projects are: (1) An extended design study in connection with 
computer-controlled machine tools at the Manchester College ‘of 
Technology, which is expected to make an important contribution to 
automation in industry. (2) A cathode ray tube devised by Dr. Gabor 
of Imperial College, which has the advantage of eliminating the stalk 
of the normal tube, thereby producing a much. more compact 
apparatus, and is expected to show improved T'V colour registration. 
(3) An optical diffractometer, which is a development by Dr. Lipson 
of Manchester College of Technology into a precision instrument of 
a principle previously mainly of academic interest. (4) A new technique, 
developed by Dr. Pontecorvo and Dr. Roper of Glasgow University, 
for the sythesis of new strains of micro-organisms, which should lead 
to valuable results in the micro-biological industries, especially those 
making anti-biotics. (5) A range of powerful weed-killers discovered 
by Professor Wain of Wye College, which are more selective in action 
(for example, do less damage to clover crops) than previously known 
materials. (6) Two improvements in food smoking techniques which 
can be expected to result in the better quality smoking of kippers, 
white fish and bacon. 


Public Inventions Now in Use by Industry 


A third category of inventions has not involved development 
expenditure by the Corporation but is yielding revenue from their 
use by industry. This category includes the Bailey Bridge and the 
“Denny Brown ship stabilizer, both well-known inventions; an electric 
arc cutter for light alloys, said to be more flexible and more mobile 
than mechanical cutters; a position indicator and also a course-setting 
dial-adjusting device for aircraft; and electrical ignition system, 
especially suitable for jet engines ;.an improved parachute-cum-dinghy 
harness; a backward travelling wave tube for use in television 
distribution net-works; a “T.R.’ switch, enabling a radar aerial to 
act both ae receiver and tfanamitter; @ stlepeinter system for use in 
radio links; an exploder for use Without battéties in mines and 
quarries ; a synthetic resin enamel for protecting containers agaifist 
chemicals; readily disintegrable tablets for making brackish and sea 
water drinkable; a fire-fighting foam; an electrically charged gas 
Sines hexing, sdvansaans in. dentine, with. iedustrighdusty; a chemical

Appointments to N.R.D.C. 


The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
recently appointed Dr. B. J. A. Bard and Mr. D. Hennessey, two of 
the senior members of the executive staff of the National Research 
Development Corporation, to serve also as Members of the Corpora- 
tion. Each has been employed by the Corporation since its establish- 
ment in 1949, 

The National Research Development Corporation was set up in 
June 1949 under the Development of Inventions Act 1948 for the 
purpose of developing and exploiting inventions resulting from publicly 
financed research, and other inventions which appear to be worthwhile 
but which are not otherwise being brought into use. 


United Kingdom Balance of 
Payments Reviewed 


WITH THE WHITE PAPER, published last week, on the United 
Kingdom Balance of Payments 1946-1955 (Cmd: 9731), the Treasury 
Press Office issued the following notice: 

‘The United Kingdom current balance was described in the 
Economic Survey 1956 (Cmd. 9728). The United Kingdom deficit 
on current account for 1955 was £103 million compared with a 1954 
favourable balance of £205 million. The £103 million was made vip 
of a deficit with non-sterling countries of £318 million and a surplus 
with the overseas sterling area of £215 million. 

“The overseas sterling area secured a surplus with the non-stetling 
world of £137 million (£164 million in 1954), so the current account 
of the United Kingdom itself was the main factor in the deterioration 
of the overall sterling area balance with the non-sterling world, 

‘The Gold and Dollar Resetves fell by £229 million during 1955 
but sterling balances were reduced by £166 million; so there Wasa 
net drawing on assets of £63 million. 


Overseas Investment

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and answered in Parliament 


Claims Made by Toothpaste Manufacturers 

A questioner asked what action had been taken concerning the 
evidence submitted to the President of the Board of Trade by the 
Member for Coventry, South, on February 15 last, dealing with 
false claims made by toothpaste manufacturers. 


The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Derek 
Walker-Smith, said that after taking expert advice, the President 
had come to the conclusion that the available evidence would not 
support a prosecution under the Merchandise Marks Acts. 


Italian Pears for Canning 


Asked if the President would now amend the allocation of import 
licences for Italian pears to include canners who were compelled to 
pay pre-1939 importers, some of whom only handled documents, a 
profit of 3d. a lb. because of scarcity created by import restrictions, 
the Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. A. R. W. Low said: 
‘No Sir.’ Licences to import fresh pears from Italy were issued to 
traders who did so in 1951 when imports were unrestricted. Imports 
of pears and of all other fresh fruits from the sterling area were 
unrestricted, as were imports of all fresh fruits except pears and 
apples from Western Europe. 


Imported and Home Grown Apples 

To questions suggesting the consultation of home apple growers 
on questions of import policy and the timing of imports of apples, 
Mr. Low replied that on matters where consultation was appropriate 
the Government would consult the apple growing industry as they 
consulted other industries. But the size of quotas for imports which 
were imposed to safeguard the balance of payments was not an 
appropriate subject for consultation with United Kingdom producers. 

As regards the timing of apple imports, Mr. Low said the Govern- 
ment sought to ensure, by the present arrangements which limited 
pre-Christmas imports, that the bulk of imports came in when the 
market needed them most. In present circumstances, if they were to 
have under consideration a proposal substantially to increase the 
total quotas for imported apples from Europe and North America, 
they would certainly wish to take into account the views of apple 
growers. 


Exports of Home Grown Grain 
Asked to state the quantities and values of the export of home- 
_ grown grain, showing wheat, barley and oats, separately, exported to 
France in the past three months, Mr. Low replied that figures for 
March were not yet available. Exports to France during the three 
months, December to February, were a negligible quantity of barley, 
value £2, and 15 tons of all other unmilled cereals valued at £506. 


United States Cotton Export Policy 

A Member asked if the President of the Board of Trade would 
consider making joint representations with other European countries 
to the United States Government about the effect of their Department 


of Agriculture’s cotton export policy for the coming season on European 
trade in general and British trade in particular. 


Mr. Low replied that Her Majesty’s Government attached import- 
ance to the United States Government’s assurance that it was their 
intention to effect sales in an orderly manner so as to avoid disrupting 
world market prices. The subject would be discussed at the meeting 
of the Sonnational Cotton Advisory Committee in Washington 
early next month, and the United Kingdom representative would be 
Scustracted $o ahve tippeiigttane delemsnelan to tha tows af Hlee Majesty's 
Government on that occasion. 


British Industries Fair 


Asked if the Exhibitions Advisory Committee was consulted before 
it was decided to close the London Section of the British Industries 
arabe: full consultation with the Directors 


, experienced businessmen 
and whose Chairman was a member of the Exhibitions Advisory 


Committee, but there was no consultation with the Committee.

Because of the wide range of work in the Board of Trade, most of 
the suggestions were only of limited application, and it was not possible 
to give any figure of ial saving to which they led. But there was 
no doubt that the scheme led to greater efficiency and encouraged 
interest in the methods of work.

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Movements of Wholesale Prices in March 


THE BASIC MATERIALS index rose by 0-6 per cent. between 
February and March, mainly on account of higher prices for linseed 
oil (up 7:5 per cent.), copper (up 4-6 per cent.), raw cotton (3-9 per 
cent.) and several other items including lead (up 1-5 per cent.) and 
zinc (up 1-2 per cent.). The effect of these increases on the index 
was partially off-set by lower prices for a few materials including raw 
my (down 6-9 per cent.) and East African sisal (down 5-5 per 
cent.). 

The indices for materials used in both the mechanical engineering 
and electrical machinery industries rose, in March, the former by 
0-9 per cent. and the latter by 1-7 per cent. In both cases the increase 
was chiefly attributable to higher prices for various non-ferrous 
metal items, including brass ingots (up 5-0 per cent.) and copper 
sheets (up 4-4 per cent.) — the heavier weight of these items in the 
electrical machinery index accounting for its greater increase. 

The index for materials used in the textile industries rose by 1-1 per 
cent, over the month, the 3-9 per cent. increase in raw cotton being 
only slightly offset by reduced prices for raw wool (down 0-1 per 
cent.) and sisal. 


Both the indices for building and civil engineering and house

building materials rose over the month, the former by 0-3 and the 
by 0-2 per cent. These increases reflected higher prices not only for 
various non-ferrous metal items, but also for such other items as 
cast iron pipes, joinery, paint and slates.

Notes on Wholesale Price Index Numbers (June 30, 1949=100) 


1. The indices are in most cases given to the nearest first place 
of decimals. The sample nature of price index numbers is, however, 
such that these figures will ordinarily have little significance; they 
are included to facilitate any further calculations which may be made 
with the index numbers, and to avoid concealing small month-to- 
month movements. 


2. The run of index numbers published each month in this series 
covers thirteen months only. Available index numbers for previous 
months, or for commodities no longer published every month, can 
be obtained on application to the address below. 


3. In determining the weights to be used in calculating indices 
which combine the price movements of several commodities, the 
value of the sales or purchases of commodities for which no price 
series are available is suitably imputed to the price series that are 
available. 


4. The index numbers of the output of broad sectors of industry 
relate only to the output sold outside these sectors. Products trans- 
ferred between firms within these sectors are excluded. Similarly, 
in the case of index numbers for groups of commodities produced by 
United Kingdom industries, products transferred between firms 
within such industries are excluded. Prices of exports are included 
where these are available. 


5. The indices for commodities and groups of commodities 
produced in the United Kingdom are based on producers’ ‘ex-works’ 


prices unless it is the normal custom of the trade to deliver, in which 
case ‘delivered’ prices are used. The prices are exclusive of 
tax, but include any subsidy paid to or duty paid by the producer. 

6. The description of the items in the commodity series are those 
for which quotations are currently obtained. Where changes have 
taken place an adjustment is made to maintain comparability. 

7. Articles introducing the new series of index numbers and 
explaining their scope, appeared in the Board of Trade Fournal on 
May 19 and June 16, 1951. Changes, from July 1953, in the presenta- 
tion and grouping of these indices were explained in the issue of 
July 18, 1953. 

8. Details of the weights and items used in the index of basic 
materials (excluding fuel) for non-food manuf: i industry 

in the Board of Trade Journal on June 16, 1951. Details of 
the other indices of industrial materials, namely those for the electrical 
machinery and mechanical engineering industries and building and 
civil engineering, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on September 
16, 1950, and February 10 and May 19, 1951, respectively. Summary 
details of weights used in constructing the index for all manufactured 
products, other than fuel, food and tobacco appeared on February 19, 
1955. It is not intended at present to publish in the Board of Trade 
Journal details of the constituent items and the weights used in the 
construction of any of the other indices; where it is possible to issue 
these, however, they may be obtained on application to the Director 
of Statistics, Board of Trade, at the address below.

Output and Employment in Wool Textile Industry 
in February 


FIGURES MADE available by the Wool Industry Bureau of Statistics 
indicate slightly reduced activity in the wool textile industry in 
February compared with January, but all of the reduction is attribut- 
able to the shorter working month. The Bureau’s employment figures 
for the five principal sections of the industry showed a very slight 
increase compared with both January and a year earlier. 


The following paragraphs deal with the rate of consumption, 
production and delivery per working day and not with the figures as 
shown in the tables. The Bureau estimate that there were 21 working 
a in February compared with 22 in January and 20 in February 


The rate of consumption of all fibres showed virtually no change 
from January but was 2 per cent. less than in February 1955. Four per 
cent. more virgin wool was consumed in topmaking than in January 
but this increase was almost offset by a reduction of 3 per cent. in 
consumption of fibres in the spinning and felting section. 


Production of tops was 4 per cent. greater than in January with 
all of the increase in crossbreds, and 2 per cent. more than a year 
earlier, merinos accounting for the increase. Consumption of tops 
showed a slight reduction compared with January but was 2 per cent. 
more than in February 1955; in each case the movement was in 
merinos, 

There was little change in the rate at which worsted yarns were 
delivered compared with January, small increases in ‘other weaving’ 
and hosiery yarns being balanced by marked reductions in deliveries 
of carpet and rug and handknitting yarns. Compared with a year 
earlier, there was an increase of 5 per cent., accounted for by increased 
deliveries of hosiery and handknitting yarns exceeding reductions in 
deliveries of carpet and rug and ‘other weaving’ yarns. 

Deliveries of woven fabrics were 3 per cent. below the level of 
January and 7 per cent. less than a year earlier; in each case woollens 
accounted for more of the fall. Deliveries of blankets were slightly 
less than in January and 12 per cent. less than in February 1955.

Analysis of 

The analysis of sales in Table 1 shows that the value of total sales 
by the industry in 1955, at £198 million, was 3 per cent. greater than 
in the previous year and the highest so far attained; falls of 10 per 
cent. in export sales and 34 per cent. in sales for Government orders 


being more than offset by a rise of 6 per cent. in sales ‘for other 
orders.’ 


Yarn Intake 


The total weight of yarn intake for the year was 3 per cent. greater 
than in 1954 with all of the increase in yarns of United Kingdom manu- 
facture; the most marked rise was in synthetic fibres.

Socks and Stockings 
Sales of women’s full length stockings were the same as in 1954, a 
small reduction in output of circular knitted stockings being balanced 
by increased output of fully fashioned stockings; stockings of synthetic 
fibres (nylon, etc.) per pce an increase of 11 per cent., but there were 
reductions in sales of stockings of all other fibres. There was a slight 
increase in sales of men’s socks and stockings compared with the 
previous year, all of which was in sales of synthetic fibre hose. 


Knitted Fabric 


A little more warp knitted fabric was produced than in 1954; 
reductions in ‘other Teena fibres’ (rayon, etc.) and cotton fabrics 
being offset by increases in synthetic fibres and wool fabrics. There 
was very little change in net sales of warp knitted fabric compared 
with a year earlier, but those of other knitted fabric were 12 per cent. 
greater. 


Other Knitted Goods 


Sales of knitted garments included in Table 4 reveal that sales of 
knitted gloves and mittens were 15 per cent. less by quantity than in 
1954; in most other categories there were increases the most marked 
of which was in women’s wear.

The net tonnage of vessels entering in ballast in 1955 was slightly 
lower than in 1954, but 37 per cent. higher than in 1948. For several 
years the net tonnage of entrances in ballast have remained fairly 
steady, but clearances in ballast have increased, and in 1955 were 
18 per cent. greater than in 1954 and 64 per cent. greater than in 
1948. 


Vessels with Cargo 


Although the net tonnage of Commonwealth vessels entering with 
cargo has increased each year and in 1955 was 8 per cent. greater 
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With the exception of Panamanian, Italian and Yugoslav vessels, 
entrances with cargo of each of the foreign nationalities shown in 
table 4 recorded increases in 1955. Entrances of Norwegian tonnage 
with cargo remained by far the largest among foreign vessels and was 
8 per cent. greater than in 1954; Dutch and Swedish vessels which 
record the next greatest tonnmages, increased by 11 and 3 per cent. 
respectively. The increase under ‘other nationalities’ was mainly 
accounted for by Liberian vessels. 

Clearance of Commonwealth vessels with cargo fell slightly in 


1955 compared with 1954 and 1953, while Foreign tonnage slightly 
increased.

Trading Areas 


Entrances with cargo from most of the main trading areas recorded 
increases over 1954; Northern Europe (Foreign) countries which 
account for more than a quarter of the entrances with cargo increased 
by 19 per cent. in 1955 compared with 1954, and by 30 per cent. 
compared with 1953, and North America (Atlantic Coast) which 
accounts for about one-sixth of the tonnage, rose by 16 and 21 per 
cent. respectively. 

Entrances with cargo from Commonwealth Countries were 29 per 
cent. higher than in 1954, but those from Foreign Countries increased 
by only 2 per cent. Clearances with cargo to both Commonwealth 
and Foreign Countries declined slightly in 1955 compared with 
1954. 


Arrivals and Departures at Principal Ports 
Four ports were affected by the dock strike in 1955, London, 
Liverpool, Hull and Manchester; Liverpool and Southampton were 
also affected by the passenger liner strike. Of these ports, only Liverpool 
and Hull showed decreases in the net tonnage of arrivals and de- 
partures with cargo in 1955 compared with 1954; London recorded 
the greatest increase in both directions of about 10 per cent. 


(II) COASTING TRADE 


The net tonnage of coasting trade arrivals with cargo has barely 
risen over the past several years, and in 1955 it declined by 2 per cent. 
compared with 1954. The net tonnage of Commonwealth vessels 
arriving and departing with cargo declined in 1955 by 3 and 4 per 
cent. respectively compared with 1954. 

Foreign vessels with cargo, which account for only a small part of 
the total net tonnage, and whose proportion of the total has risen from 
about 2 per cent. in 1950 to 5 per cent. in 1955, increased by 30 per 
cent. (arrivals) and 19 per cent. (departures) in 1955 compared with 
1954. 


Arrivals with cargo at Southampton, Cowes and Belfast increased 
by 6, 5 and 7 per cent. respectively in 1955 compared with 1954, 
while at London, Liverpool, Bristol and Glasgow the net tonnage 
declined by 13, 9, 15 and 5 per cent. respectively. 


Cowes, Liverpool and Belfast were among the few ports which 
recorded increases in departures with cargo in the coasting trade; 
the slight decline in net tonnage which has been apparent for some 
years at Blyth, Sunderland and Tyne Ports continued into 1955, 
when there were decreases of 3 to 4 per cent. compared with 1954.

This Good Dollar Market Has No Artificial ‘Snags’ 
For Exporters

low-priced materials made in this country for certain classes of market 
overseas. 


PANAMA, though one of the smallest countries in the Western 
Hemisphere, with barely 850,000 inhabitants, provides a market 
for imports out of all proportion to its size. In 1954 imports amounted 
to some $72°6 million and in 1955 were running at the rate of 
$74 million. The Panama Canal and the country’s close relations 
with the United States, make it inevitable that the lion’s share of 
this market goes to the United States. Before the last war Germany 
‘and Japan had a valuable footing, however, and after the war Britain 
replaced Germany as Panama’s second foreign supplier. The United 
Kingdom has gradually increased her share of the market from 3 per 
cent. in 1949 to 4-5 per cent. today. The United States’ share has 
meanwhile been reduced from 79 per cent. in 1949 to 59 per cent. 
today, and other countries -—in particular Germany, who is again 
challenging Britain for second place — have increased their shares. 
There are several reasons why the Panamanian market should be 
particularly attractive to the British exporter. Firstly Panama is in 
the dollar account area and uses the United States dollar as its 
currency. Secondly, there are no foreign exchange restrictions, import 


controls, quotas or preferences under the customs tariff. This tariff 
is soon to be revised and simplified, but imports are unlikely to be 
affected adversely. Thirdly, import duties are comparatively low and 
most of them are likely to remain so under the new tariff. The few 
high rates of duty are designed to protect special local - and mainly 
agricultural — industries, such as rice, coffee, tanned leather, fresh 
tomatoes, strawberries, etc., and do not affect British trade to any 
great extent. British goods are thus able to compete freely and on 
favourable terms with the goods of all other countries, and exporters 
can develop a market without the fear that once they gain a footing 
tariffs will be raised against them. 


Canal Zone and Free Zone 


Another advantage of the Panamanian market is the presence of 
some 50,000 American service and civilian personnel in the Canal 
Zone. These American residents, who change frequently, make 
extensive purchases in Panama of consumer and semi-luxury goods. 
This lucrative market is augmented by a steady stream of tourists. 

As a further aid to foreign trade the Panamanian authorities have 
established a Free Zone in Colon. Although there are at present only 
one or two foreign firms established there, geographically it makes an 
excellent distribution centre for supplying surrounding countries. 
British firms with interests in Central America, Colombia, Venezuela 
and possibly Peru, might find it worth while to consider setting up a 
centre in this Free Zone on their own or in conjunction with a 
Panamanian firm, especially if their products are light enough for 
air transportation. High surface-freight rates from the Colon Free 
Zone, however, are a handicap. 

There is a sale in Panama for almost anything but capital goods 
and heavy industrial machinery. Small local industries are slowly 
being created to absorb some lighter machinery and there is a small 
but growing market for agricultural machinery. Household electrical 
appliances; building materials (but not pre-fabricated buildings); 
textiles (‘seconds’ and ‘clear-outs’); tinned foods; pharmaceutical 
goods and chemicals; disinfectants, insecticides and luxury or semi- 
luxury goods such as cutlery, jewellery, glassware and china, sell well. 
There is a small market for the European car, and bicycles are in 
increasing demand. 

The Fruits of Energy ... 

The rapid increase in Germany’s exports to Panama may in part 
be attributed to the fact that German goods still have an air of 
novelty after their long absence from the market. German firms have, 
however, displayed great energy in trying to regain their position in 
this market and have shown what an energetic export policy can achieve. 
In 1954 a local representative of a German firm arranged with his 
principals an exhibition of German goods in the best hotel in the 
city; and in 1955 a German businessman obtained considerable 
publicity by including David, the capital of Chiriqui Province, in his 
tour. German firms send high-class and well prepared publicity 
material to any firms that might have a possible interest in their 
products. One important German car manufacturer is reported to 
send his cars more or less on consignment basis, requesting only that 
payment be made within 24 months. British firms may not be prepared 
to go as far as this in pushing their exports, but there are many other 
ways in which the British share in the Panamanian market could be 
improved. 


... and of Dilatoriness 
British exporters have a high reputation in Panama for fairness, 
courtesy, helpfulness and honesty in their dealings: against this there 
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are sometimes complaints that. letters remain urianswered and that 
British firms tend to be slow and lacking in imagination when faced 
with something out of the ordinary. The quality of British goods is 
usually taken for granted, and any article that is not of first-class 
quality is likely to give rise to complaints unless it is suitably described 
as a ‘second.’ The British coinage and British weights and measures 
are not generally understood in Panama, and orders can easily be lost 
through insistence on quoting in sterling. All quotations should be 
c.i.f., in United States dollars. While many businessmen understand 
English, they are likely to pay more attention to letters in their own 
language. It goes without saying that all publicity material should 
be in Spanish. Another complaint which is still heard is the slowness 
of deliveries coupled with high prices. 


Importance of Styling 


Some British goods also come in for criticism on account of quality 
or styling. British household and electrical goods are often considered 
to be of a less advanced design than their American counterparts. 
The design of British sanitary fittings and appliances has also been 
compared unfavourably with that of German and French products. 
British cutlery, and particularly silver and silver-plated articles, are 
generally considered to be of austere design in comparison with the 
more popular models from America, and to be too unattractively 
packed or else too elaborately housed in wooden canteens which add 
to the cost of transport. 


The quality of British textiles is admired but their prices are 
considered high in relation to the large imports of cheap cottons 
from India and Japan. There is little opening for shoes in Panama 
on account of the high import duties imposed to pretect the local 
leather industry, but some British shoes are sold in the Canal Zone. 
Here their quality is admired, but they meet a fair sales resistance on 
account of their styling, which is considered unsuitable for Panama. 

In the past year German cars-—even without the help of the 
Volkswagen — have made considerable inroads in the local small car 
market which was at one time almost exclusively a British preserve. 
This has been due in part to the United Kingdom dock strikes, which 
have accentuated the delivery problem, but there have also been 
complaints about spare parts for British cars and servicing generally, 
and close co-operation with the local agents, giving rapid attention to 
their orders, encouraging them and financing them, if necessary, to 
hold spare parts, could improve the position for British cars. 

Any British exporters interested in entering the Panamanian 
market or in increasing their business in this market would be well 
advised to pay a visit to the country to study conditions for themselves 
at first-hand. Panama is at a world crossroads and in most cases 
businessmen could, with little difficulty, fit in a visit on a tour of 
North or South America or of Australasia. While in Panama a visit 
to the Colon Free Zone would be useful to any firm with an eye on 
re-exportation; and if time permitted, a flight to David, the growing 
capital of Panama’s potentially richest Province, would show another 
face of Panama away from the influence of the Canal and give some 
idea of the as yet untapped potentialities of this country. 


Report on Development in Iraq 


A REPORT on the future development of Iraq, prepared by Lord 
Salter on behalf of the Iraq Development Board, has now been placed 
on sale by the Director of Information, Ministry of Development, 
Bagdad, at a cost of one Iraqi dinar per copy (£1 sterling). 

The Ministry of Development state that they are not anxious to 
handle orders directly from overseas. and suggest that foreign firms 
should obtain copies of the report through their local agents in Iraq. 
Firms who have no local agents should write to the Commercial 
Secretariat, British Embassy, Sharia Salah Ud-Din, Bagdad, who will 
be pleased to purchase copies for them. 

Payment for copies purchased through the British Embassy should 
be made by cheque to the Finance Officer of the Foreign Office in 
London. Cheques should not, however, be sent to the Foreign Office 
until a request for payment is received.

Anglo-Indian Agreement on Relief 
from Double Estate Duty 


AN AGREEMENT between the United Kingdom and India relating 
to relief from double estate duty was signed at New Delhi on April 3. 

A draft Order in Council containing the full text will be published 
in due course by H.M. Stationery Office. 


Bulgaria and Yugoslavia 


A PROTOCOL covering trade between Bulgaria and Yugoslavia in 
1956 contains a most-favoured-nation clause, and provides for an 
exchange of goods, each way, totalling $4-5 million. 

Yugoslavia will export gas oil, petrol, kerosene, lubricants, nitric 
and hydrochloric acid, P.V.C. products, chemicals, , faience, 
sheet iron, surgical instruments, wool and cotton goods, and machin- 
ery. Bulgaria will export hard and brown coal, anthracite, san aie 
pig-skins, chemicals, electrical porcelain, wool and cotton 
medicines, and maize. 


China and Yugoslavia 


TRADE AND PAYMENTS AGREEMENTS for 1956 between China 
and Yugoslavia have been signed in . The trade agreement 
provides for trade between the two countries amounting to £24 
million in each direction. Under the agreement both sides will accord 
each other most-favoured-nation treatment. Chinese exports ‘to 
Yugoslavia will consist of oil seeds, tung oil, tin, asbestos, —- 
tea, raw silk, chemical products, hides and skins. Yugoslavia will 
export leaf tobacco, agricultural machinery, chemical products, 
cotton cloth, antibiotics and medical apparatus. 

A five-year Sino-Yugoslav agreement on scientific and technical 
co-operation was signed at the same time as the trade agreement. 


Lebanon and Roumania 


A TRADE AND PAYMENTS AGREEMENT between the Lebanon and 
Roumania has been signed in Beirut. Under the Agreement Lebanon 
will export raw hides, cotton yarn, oil cakes, citrus fruits, and oils. 
Roumania will export technical equipment and machine _ tools, 
tractors, timber products, paper and cardboard, dyes and varnishes, 
chemical and pharmaceutical products, live animals, frozen meat and 
glassware. 

Each government will facilitate the transit trade through its territory 
of goods belonging to the other country and the Agreement, which 
provides for the establishment of commercial representation, also 
contains a most-favoured-nation clause. 


U.S.S.R. and Yemen 


ACCORDING TO press reports, a trade agreement was signed at 
Cairo between Russia and Yemen on March 8. 

The Soviet Union will supply Yemen with various industrial 
equipment, agricultural machinery, rolling stock, building materials, 
oil products, flour, rice and sugar. In return Yemen will export coffee, 
dried fruits, raw skins and sugar.

ExPporrTERSs will be aware that the United States Customs Regulations 
required that imported merchandise which did not conform to sample 
or specifications should be returned to customs custody within 90 
days after its release therefrom in order to be entitled to drawback 
unless a longer time was specially authorized by the Bureau of 
Customs. Authority to extend the 90 day period, in cases where it is 
possible to determine only by test or use whether the merchandise 
conforms to sample or specifications, has now been extended to 
Collectors of Customs. 


Accordingly, section 22.33 (a) of the Customs Regulations is 
amended to read as follows: 

‘(a) Upon receipt of the drawback entry, the collector shall assign a 
number thereto, by appropriate notation on all copies, approve the place 
of deposit of the ensdunansaib specified by the person making the entry or 
designate another place if that one is not deemed suitable, and return the 
original to the entrant for presentation with the merchandise to the customs 
officer at the place of deposit. The merchandise shall be delivered into customs 
custody at such place within 90 days after the date on which it was originally 
released from customs custody unless a longer time is specially authorized 
by the Bureau, or by the collector under the authority of this paragraph. 
The collector, upon written application, may extend the period in those 
cases where conformance to sample.or specifications can be established (or 
determined) only by test or use and the test or use cannot reasonably be 
completed before the expiration of the 90 day period. If the merchandise is 
to be exported otherwise than by mail, one copy of the entry shall be re- 
turned to the entrant for resubmission to the collector in accordance with 
paragraph (e) of this section. A receipt showing the fact and date of such 
delivery shall be furnished to the applicant if he requests it. If the report 
of the receiving officer shows that the merchandise was not returned to 
customs custody within the time required by law, the drawback shall be 
denied.’ 

The fourth sentence of section 22.33 (c) is amended by inserting 
‘or by the collector of customs pursuant to authority in paragraph (a) 
of this section’ after ‘by the Bureau.’ 


Rules for Duty on Canned Tuna 


THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES has issued a proclama- 
tion providing that the import duty on canned tuna (except fish 
packed in oil or in oil and other substances) shall automatically 
increase from 124 per cent. ad valorem to 25 per cent. ad valorem 
whenever in any year such imports exceed 20 per cent. of the previous 
year’s United States pack of canned tuna of all varieties. 


The proclamation gives effect to an exchange of notes with Iceland 
withdrawing canned tuna from the 1943 Trade Agreement with that 
country, and to an invocation of the right reserved by the United 
States in the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade to increase 
the duty on canned tuna. 

Under the Icelandic Trade Agreement, the United States duty 
on certain fish in airtight containers, classified under tariff paragraph 
718 (b), was reduced to 124 per cent. ad valorem. This concession was 
intended primarily to cover certain speciality canned fish produced in 
Iceland, but when tuna canned in brine became an anriicle of inter- 
national trade, the product was classified under that tariff heading 
and became subject to the reduced rate. Following an exchange of 
notes with Iceland, canned tuna fish (except fish packed in oil or in 
oil and other substances) is specifically excluded from the negotiated 
item, and, as from April 14, 1956, will be specially provided for in 
paragraph 718 (b). The rate of duty will remain at 12} per cent. ad 
valorem except as mentioned below. 

In the 1955 Trade Agreement negotiations involving Japan’s 
accession to General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, the United 
States agreed not to increase the existing rate of 12} per cent. ad 
valorem applying to imports of canned tuna, other than tuna packed 
in oil or in oil and other substances, subject to the reservation of a 
right to impose a higher rate of duty on imports in any calendar year 
in excess of 20 per cent. of the domestic pack of canned tuna during 
the preceding year. This reservation has now been invoked. 


As from April 14, 1956, imports during the remainder of 1956 of

The 15 per cent. quota for the remainder of 1956 is calculated on 
the basis of note 4 to Schedule XX to the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade, which reads as follows:

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ALEXANDRIA: More than three centuries before Christ, 
Alexander the Great marked out, near the old Egyptian town of 
Rhakotis, the foundations of the city which was to prove his most 
enduring memorial. Originally, he conceived it as a naval base to 
support his army in his Persian campaigns, but he also wished 
to create a meeting-place for East and West, and a trading centre 
for all the Mediterranean. 

The great conqueror left his embryo city to fight and overthrow the 
Persians and never returned to it alive; and though his body was 
brought back to Egypt with great pomp the actual place of his burial remains unknown. 
The later story of Alexandria is studded with the names of some of the most vivid 
personalities ever to cross the stage of history; from Julius Caesar to Napoleon 
. famous commanders have sought to possess it. Tlustrious philosophers such as 
Aristarchus and Philo Judaeus taught within its walls; it beasted mathematicians 
and poets, and all the arts flourished. The city was famous in ancient times for its 
Library, in which 500,000 books were collected; its lighthouse, built under Ptolemy II 
Philadelphus and over 400 ft, in height, was one of the Seven Wonders of the World.

Forty countries will be represented at this year’s Paris Internation a 
Trade Fair. The Foire de Paris occupies an area of 125 acres at the 
Porte de Versailles and houses about 13,000 exhibitors. Nearly 
3,800,000 people visited the 1955 Fair. Of these 150,000 were from 
countries outside France. 

The organizers claim that over £100 million worth of business was 
done at the Fair last year, much of it in sales of heavy industrial and 
public works machinery and equipment, lifting and handling 
machinery, and machine tools. Trade was also reported to be good in 
the furniture and toys sections.
